The strange lost colony of R oanoke 
Island, which seem ed to disappear 
from ’ he face of the earth , was one 
f Sir Walter’s unlucky a tte m p ts to 
establish E nglishm en on th e shores 
of th»‘ w estern continent. 
In superb 
faith and sacrifice, this gallant 
and 
knightly courtier of Queen Elizabeth 
>t ’it out tw o colonies to the new land 
f which such w onderful tales had 
been told. 
The first of these quailed 
befo! " the dangers ami desolation of 
the w ilderness and went hack home. 


O f the second, th e re rem ained only 
tht undeciphered 
w ord, 
“C ro atan , 
blazed upon a tree, to tell of 
the 
fatal tragedy 
that cam e Upon 
the 


s e t t l e r s in th e ir lonely island home. 
B efore m aking an a tte m p t to es­ 
tablish a colony ufxm th e A m erican 
»oiitinont, R aleigh sent <-i.it exploring 
p arties to find a suitable 
place 
to 
plant a perm anent se itb m e n t. 
Two 
ships set .-ail for the shores of N orth 
Vmeriea, on<’ com m anded by 
C apt. 
A rth u r Barlow , 
and 
t.he o th er by 
i apt. Philip A m adas. 
T hese tw o 
explorers 
crossed the 
»cean and landed on th e shores 
of 
N orth C arolina, som ew here in 
the 
region of Cape H atteras. 
They were 
charm ed with the country. 
The H a t­ 
te ra s Indians proved 
friendly 
and 
hospitable, ami th< r chief, W ingina, 
gave them a moat cordial invitation 
to 
visit 
his land and people. 
And 
when the w hite men left for England, 
they carried w ith them two natives. 
.Manteo and W anchese, who w ere ea g ­ 
er to see the spendors of th e 
word 
across the w ater. 
R aeigh, deiighted 
with ?he enthusiastic report of 
the 
fa ir land 
f N orth A m erica, nam ed 


the new country V irginia, in honor 
of the Virgin Queen. 
W hile his 
explorers 
were aw ay, 
R aleigh had grow n in favor a t 
the 
¡court. 
The queen was fascinated by 
j his g allant and courtly m anners. And 
it w as with little difficulty th a t the 
| favored knight persuaded 
his queen 


J to g ra n t him a m onopoly o f the tax 
on 
wine 
th a t 
he 
m ight have the 
m oney to send out a colony. 
H aving 
th u s obtained 
th e m eans, 
R aleigh made ready to follow up the 
explorations by an effort to plant a 
colony in the N ew W orld. 
He 
en ­ 
tru sted the general m anagem ent 
of 
the en terp rise to th e g re a t English 
seam an, Sir Richard G renville. 
A d­ 
venturers w ere g ath ered easily 
for 
this expedition; it was never difficult 
to find E nglishm en who w ere w illing 
to maky the bold venture. 
T he gold- 
- n dream of El D orado m ade it a l­ 
w ays possible to obtain men for every 
serious effort at colonization. 


S ailing 
from Plym outh, 
A pril 9, 
1585, the 108 se ttle rs reached R oan­ 
oke Island, at the m outh o f A lber- 
m arle Sound, late in Ju n e of th e sam e 
year. 
The Indian, M anteo, returned 
with th< m and at once announced to 
W ingina, the king of the H atteras 
Indians, the arriv al o f 
his 
E nglish 
friends. 


A fte r exploring the coast w ithin a 
ran g e of eighty m iles, G renville left 
the colony in ch a rg e 
o f John Lane. 
But 
it didn’t prosper. 
The coloniss 
had com e w ith the expectation 
th a t 
th<* fe rtiity of the soil would make 
work unnecessary. 
And it w as a sad 
blow to th e ir dream s of an easy lift* 
in 
th is 
land 
o f plenty when 
they 
f»>und th at hard w ork would be invol­ 
ved. 
They had considerable 
tro u ­ 
ble w ith the Indians, too, m ainly 
on 
account of th e ir own harsh and unjust 
tre a tm e n t of them . 
W ith his lack of 
indusry and of real purpose to 
re ­ 
main in the new 
country, 
to g eth er 
with their sp irit of enm ity tow ard 
the natives, the failure of th e s e ttle ­ 
m ent was in vitable. 
In the fall of the year the colonists 
now thoroughly sick of th e ir bargain, 
spied 
a fleet 
of tw enty three ships, 
w hich proved to be English sails un­ 
der the charge of Sir F rancis D rake. 
C arry in g out insructions he had 
re ­ 
ceived from Queen E lizabeth, he was 
v isitin g the New W orld se ttle rs 
to 
tind 
>ut th e ir condiitons 
and needs. 
W hen he saw the sorry plight of the 
Roanoke adventurers, he agreed with 
them th at they should retu rn to Eng- 
and w ith him at once. 
The houses 
w ere abandoned, hut 
not 
destroyed. 
Tobacco, * Indian corn and 
»potatoes, 
three products o f tht* A m erican con- 
: 
ent which were not known in E ng­ 
land, w ere carried back by the colon­ 
ists. 
Rah igh planted the potatoes on 
hns » state in Ireland -»hence the nam e 
Irish potatoes 
and his »|Uaint 
ad ­ 
ventures with tobacco have been re ­ 
counted in all the schixd histories. 
The dau n ty S ir W alter refused to 
be discouraged by the failu re of his 
first colony, which began under such 
favorable circum stances and had such 
fair prom ise -»f perm anent 
success. 
H»- determ ined to m ake 
yet another 
atteifipt. 
And so, in 1587, ihe 
sent 
i>ut three other vessels with 117 per­ 
sons, seventeen o f whom w ere wom­ 
en, and full equipm ent to found 
an 
ag ricu ltu ral com m unity in the 
new 
land. 
He appointed John W hite gov- 
| ernor and gave him tw elve a ssist­ 
ants. 
B efore they sailed, 
R aleigh gave 
strict instructions not to g»> back to 
the ill-fated Roanoke Island, but to 
11*1 an t the iu w colony on C hesapeake 
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( 


Phone 278 
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Bay o r E lizabeth 
River. 
U n fo rtu ­ 
nately for tthe colonists, how ever, the 
j pilot violated these instructions and 
took th e ships back 
to 
A lberm arle 
Sound. 
The fleet reacht*d the coast 
July 222. 
A fter some debate it w as 
agreed relu c tan tly to plant a second 
colony on th e island, and the se ttle rs 
speedily adjusted them selves to 
h * 
new tu rn of affairs and pitched in in­ 
dustriously to establish th e ir p erm a­ 
nent hom e on th e site o f the 
one 
th a t had 
failed. 
But d isasters soon befell th is sec­ 
ond colony. 
A trib e of savages m u r­ 
dered one of the assista n ts. 
And a 
d etachm ent of E nglish, discovering a 
com pany o f Indians whom they 
!>e- 
lieved to be responsible for the death 
vof the a ssista n t, attacked them 
in 
rep risal. 
B efore th ey found out they 
had se t upon a band of friendly In­ 
dians th e dam age 
had l>een 
done. 
The m other and kinsm en of M anteo 
w elcom e! the English to the Island 
o f Clroaten and pledged thedr friend- 
£jhdp. 
B ut even this alliance w as not 
unclouded. 
Maneo, how ever, continued 
to 
be 
the faith fu l friend of the 
E nglish, 
and in A ugust, 15X7, he was baptised 
and m ade lord of Roanoke and I)es- 
am onguepeuk, probably the only title 
of nolwlity ever given to a nativ e o*f 
the New W orld. 
J u st a few days later, on A ugust 
JX, E leanor D are d a u g h te r of John 
W hite, the governor, and wife 
of 
A nanias D are, one of the a ssista n ts, 
gave b irth to a dau g h ter. 
As this 
w as the first child born in the 
new 
settlem ent, and the first English child 
born 
in 
the 
New 
W orld, she was 
christened V irginia. 
As the tim e drew near for the ship 
which had b ro u g h t them over to re ­ 
tu rn to England, the colonist becam e 
gloom y 
w ith 
apprehension. 
They 
w ere conscious of th eir 
dependence 
upon England and of th e ir fate should 
they be neglected by the hom eland. 
And a t the ea rn est req u est of all the 
a lonists. G overnor W hite consented 
to go back to England as factor to 
provide for t he w ants 
and 
needs »»f 
the se ttle rs. 
He sailed A ugust 
27, 
leaving behind 
him 
as ho stag es in 
the new land his d a u g h te r and baby 
gran d d au g h ter, V irginia D are. 
From th a t tim e th e fated colonisits 
w ere never again seen. 
P ro testan t 
E ngland w as stru g g ln g ag a in st 
C a­ 
tholic Spain, and all the valor 
of 
R aleigh, G renvilc and I^ane w as need­ 
ed by th e ir royal m istress to m eet the 
invincible A rm ada. But even in m idst 
of these stru g g le s 
Raleigh 
found 
m eans to send W hite to V irginia in 
1588. 
He 
sailed 
from 
B iddeford, 
A pril 22, with two pinnaces. 
They 
carried fifteen p lan ters and all “con­ 
venient provisions’’; but one of 
the 
vessels m et two m en-o’-w ar off Ro­ 
chelle, and, a fte r a bloody fight, w as 
boarded and rifled. 
Lt lim ped lxick 
to England. 
A bout three w eeks la­ 
ter the o th er 
ship 
returned. 
This 
ended all efforts to succor the A m er­ 
ican colony in 1588, and in the fol­ 
low ing year nothing seem s to 
have 


been done. 
In F eb ru ary , 1591, through the in­ 
fluence of R aleigh, 
W hite obtained 
the release of 
three 
m erchantm ent 
bound for thi* W est Indies, th«*n 
de­ 
tained by an em bargo, 
on 
condition 
th a t they Inmr supplies and passen­ 
gers to Roan >ke Island. 
F o r 
some 
reason, these conditions w ere not fu l­ 
filled; for when the vessels sailed in 
M arch, W hite w as the only passen­ 
ger. H e did not even c a rry a servant. 
The seam en ¡thought m ore of plunder­ 
in g than planting. 
They cruised for 
some m onths in the Spanish 
Main, 
took several rich prizes, and reached 
the shores of the New W orld in A ug­ 
ust. 
H ere 
they 
encountered heavy 
gales, and lost seven of th eir l>est 
seam en in try in g to reach Roanoke, 


At last a boat w as anchored off the 
fo rt. 
They counded a tru m p et call 
and m any fam iliar English tunes. But 
from the shore th e re cam e no an sw er­ 
ing hall, no cry 
of welcome. 
T hey 
landed upon the om inously quiet 
is- 
laml a t daybreak. 
As they stepped 
upon th e sandy beach, they saw ca rv ­ 
ed in the very brow of a tree the “ fair 
Roman le tte rs, C. R. O." 
They ad ­ 
vanced 
to 
the 
fort. 
E veryw here 
about uhern w as desolation. 
The house« 
all 
had 
been taken 
dt>wn, and the place had been inclosed 
in a palisade of g reat trees. 
They 
saw m any bars of iron, two pigs of 
lead, iron fow lers, iron locker sh»»t, 
and sim ilar heavy th in g s scattered 
here ami there and overgrow n 
with 
g rass. 
They found where some chests 
ha»l 
been buri»»d 
and then dug 
up 
again, th eir contents spoiled and sc a t­ 
tered. 
The astonished 
and 
heartbroken 
governor saw some of his own chests 
broken »»pen, his books 
torn 
from 
th eir covers, his pictures and maps 
rotten from the rain, and his arm o r 
alm ost eaten through with rust. One 
of the principal trees, which was us- 
| t-d as a post at the rig h t side 
of the 
i entrance to the fo rt, had the bark 
; taken off, and five feet above 
the 
ground, in “ fa ir capital le tte rs, was 
graven t ’ro a ta n ’*. 
No other m em orial rem ained. The 
colonist« had vanished, had been swul- 
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lowed up com pletely 
W hite retu rn ed 
to the ships, bidding a sad farew ell 
to h!s colony th a t was. to his d au g h ­ 
te r and his g r a n d c h ild . 
The captain 
agreed to c a rry 
.him 
to 
C roatan, 
w here, he believed, the colonist m ight 
have gone, but a fte r »1» lays the ca p ­ 
tain pleaded shortness of supplies and 
sailed to the W’est Indies. 


A s a m a tte r of fact» no really se ri­ 
ous or dilig en t search ever was m ade 
for th e lost cokni.A s. 
Raleigh sent 
out, all told, five expeditions, but they 
oam e only to the im m ediate neighbor­ 
hood of Roanoke Island, 
and 
m ade 
n eith er a wide n.»r thorough search 
for thedr lost countrym en. The g re a t­ 
est in te re st in th eir fate was m ani- 
fested by all 
ithe 
early 
explorers. 
N um erous expeditions, in addition to 
1lho.se of '.Sir 
W alter 
Raleigh, w ere 
sen t 
in 
search of them . 
But 
they 
b ro u g h t 
back 
only 
vague rum ors. 
N othing ce rtain 
ever 
was learned. 
T heir h isto ry becam e interwoven with 
legend and rom ance. 
Had the em ig ran ts already perished 
wdien G overnor W hite returned 
to 
Roanoke, o r had they gone to C rout­ 
on, and th ro u g h the friendship 
of 
M anteo, tak en up th e ir residence w ith 
the In d ian s? 
It is believed by m any 
hisoriana 
th a t 
the deserted colony, 
n .g a c te d by th e ir own countrym en, 
w ere hopitably adopted into the trib e 
of H atters Indians and becam e am ­ 
alg am ated w ith them . 
This was the 
trad itio n of th e natives a t a 
later 
day, and w as believed to be confirm ed 
by the physical characeristies of the 
people, in wheih 
the English 
and 
.the Indian race seem ed to have been 
blended. 
In h er new novel, “C roatan,’’ M ary 
Joh n sto n aecepts this solution of the 
m ystery and m akes V irginia D are the 
heroine of h er story. 
She shows the 
despondent colonists, ap p aren tly 
de­ 
serted by th e m other country, beset 
by hostile Indians, falling in w ith the 
proposal o f frien d ly H atteras Indians 
and abandoning their settlem ent to 
go w ith th e natives to their own vil­ 
lages. 
V irginia is.re a re d am ong the Croa- 
tans, la te r is cap tu red 
by 
another 
band of Indians, who look upon her 
as a goddess, is rescued by her sw eet­ 
heart, Miles D arling, and they 
re­ 
tu rn to g e th e r to C roatan, which they 
reg ard as th e ir real a ml only home. 
T h at the colonists did go to C roatan 
seem s to be the only plausible ex­ 
planation of th e ir m ysterious d isap ­ 
pearance. 
Wiben W hite left 
them , 
“they w ere prepared to rem ove from 
Roanoke fifty m iles into th e 
m ain”. 
He agreed w ith them th a t they should 
carve in som e conspicuous place the 
nam e o f the section to which they 
w ent, and if th e y w ent in d istre ss a 
-ign of th e cross w as to be carved 
above. 
The nam e C roatan w as found, but 
there w as no sign of d istre ss; so it 
is assum ed the E nglishm en m ust have 
it ne on th e (invitation of 
M anteo 
and his friends. 
T he fac t th-at th eir 
chests and other heavy articles w ere 
buried, indicates th a t it w as th e ir in­ 
tention to revisit the island of Roan- 
t ke a t som e fu tu re tim e, and th at 
it w as then in the possession of hos­ 
tile savages. 
It is believed by 
the 
h istorians 
th at, as they 
left th e ir 
arm s behind, the colonists knew they 
w ere going to th e land of friends 
and tihat they knew th e ir new hom e 
w as not fa r d istan t, otherw ise 
they 
would have taken all th e ir p ro p erty 
w ith them ra th e r th an endure th e fa ­ 
tigue of a sect)ml journey to Roanoke 


for it. 
N othing w as heard of tlhe colonists 
from the d e p a rtu re of John W hite in 
1591 until th e settlem en t at Ja m e s­ 
tow n w hen th ere w ere »heard rum ors 
of stran g e Indians apparelled 
like 
w hite men. 
T aking these various re ­ 
ports and siftin g them out, it seem s 
reasonable to conclude, one h isto rian 
says, th a t about 1607 th e colonists 
Jeft on the island of Roanoke in 1587, 
now interm ixed w ith 
tlhe 
C roatan 
Indians, w ere on the peninsula 
of 
D asam ongucpeuk, 
and 
th a t 
fresh 
traces of them w ere found about this 
tim e by 
explorers 
sent 
out 
from 
Jam estow n. 
H earing of the arriv al of C aptain 
N ew port in C hesapeake Bay, m ost of 
the original colonists' who were then 
alive and some 
of 
the h alf breeds 
m ade an effort to readh the colony o f 
Jam estow n. 
They w ere m et by 
the 
e m issaries of FV»whatan, it is 
con- 
ured, and som e w ere slain. 
E x­ 
cept for the discrepancy 
in dates, 
this incident eo-incides with the in­ 
scription on the leaden p la te recen t­ 
ly unearthed, which said: 


V irginia D are Died H ere. 
C aptif Pow haten. 
1590 
C harles 
R. 
All tthe colonists w ere not slain in 
his attack , it is believed. Some w ere 
saved and protected by a chief nam ­ 
ed Eyanoco, who w as connected 
In 
some w ay with 
the 
C roatan tribe. 
They la ter made th e ir w ay, It Is be­ 
lieved, tow ard the region of the Cho­ 
wan and Roanoke rivers. 
From this 
point they traveled southw est on the 
up;>er w aters of the N euse. 
Jo h n Ledezer, a G erm an, who made 
some explorations 
in E astern N orth

C arolina, p erhaps in the region of the 
,R anoke River, heard of a 
stra n g e 
people in thi« direction and rem arked 
on the.ir beards, which 
w ere 
never 
w orn by fullblooded 
Indians. 
The 
Rev. John B lair heard of 
them 
in 
1704. 
John Lawson m et some of the 
C roatan Indians in 1709, and was told 
by them th e ir ancestors w ere 
w hite 
men. 
W hite se ttle rs went into 
the 
middle section of N orth C arolina as 
early as 1715, and found the C roatan 
Indians tilling the soil, holding slaves 
and speaking E nglish. 
“The C roatans of today claim de­ 
scent 
from 
th e lost colony,” 
said 
Prog. Stephen B. W eeks, w riting in 
the journal of the A m erican H isto ri­ 
cal A ssociation in 1891. 
“ l'heir 
h a ­ 
bits, diposition and m ental c h a ra c te r­ 
istics show traces both of savage and 
civilized ancestry. 
T heir 
language 
is the English of th ree hundred years 
ago, and th e ir nam es are in m any 
cases the sam e as those borne by the 
original colonists. 
“ No oth er th eo ry of th eir origin 
has been advanced, and it is confident­ 
ly believed th a t th e one here propos­ 
a l is logically and historically 
the 
best, supported as it is by both ex- 
tornal and in tern al evidence. 
If this 
th eo ry is rejected, then 
the 
critic 
m ust ex plain in som e other way the 
o rig in of a people which, a fte r 
the 
lapse o f th ree hundred years, show 
tine ch aracteristics, speak the langu­ 
age, and possess the fam ily nam es of 
the second E nglish colony planted in 
th e w estern w orld”. 
T hat is th e m ystery of th e lost col­ 
ony and of V irginia D are, the first 
English child born on A m erican soil. 
W as she slain in infancy by hostile 
In dians? 
O r did she grow to w om an­ 
hood am ong the friendly C ro atan s? 
W as 
she 
an 
Indian 
queen 
when 
Jam estow n w as found tw enty years 
la te r? These questions probably nev- 
, r will be answ ered. 
One would ra ­ 
th e r believe the rom ance of her life 
which M ary J o h n s o n depicts in her 
novel. 
The disappearance of the set- 
t ers 
of 
1587 
has 
been called the 
g re a te st trag ed y of A m erican coloni­ 
zation.— K ansas C ity S tar.

The ca p tu re of the M issouri dele­ 
gation to r Senator Reed for 
th e 
p residential nom ination would be fa r 
m ore w onderful than his victory 
in 
the senatorial p rim ary in 1922. 
It 
will be recalled th a t Mr. Long won 
ninety of the c»>unties in th a t 
p ri­ 
m ary. 
M ost o f tht* counties carried 
by S enator Reed, outside of a few 
centers w here his 
vote 
w as 
ov er­ 
w helm ing, gave 
him the narrow est 
m argins. 
H is vote in these counties 
w as spotted, ju st as w as his vote 
in 
the sta te a t large. 
If the usual quota of one delegate 
f >r each 500 votes or m ajor fraction 
^hereof cast for Cox be fixed in 
the 
sta te call and there is no sep aratio n 
of w ards in K ansas City and 
St. 
Louis, the convention will be 
com ­ 
posed oif 1179 delegates. 
If all 
the 
counties, outside of Jackson C ounty 
and the C ity of St. Ixjuis, go in th e 
convention as they did in 
the p ri­ 
m ary, they would furnish Reed 
116 
votes, while th ere would be 696 votes 
ag a in st him. 
Jackson C ounty would have 154 del­ 
egates, w ith rep resen tatio n based on 
the total vote, saving th e m inor fra c ­ 
tions th a t would be dropped off 
if 


each w ard in K ansas C ity were tr e a t­ 
ed as a county. 
U nder the 
sam e 
m ethod th e C ity of St. I^ouis would 
have 213 delegates. This arran g em en t 
would be m ost favorable to 
Reed, but 
under it the 
m axim um 
Reed 
vote 
would be 4K3 as ag ain st 696 for 
the 
opposition. 
In the 1922 p rim ary Jackson C oun­ 
ty furnished th e S enator 18 per cent 
»>f his to tal sta te vote, while th e C ity 
>f S t. Louis furnished 22 per cent. 
But Jackson C ounty 
would 
furnish 
only 10 p er cent of th e delegates to a 
sta te convention and St. Louis would 
furnish only 18 per cent. 
Both p e r­ 
centages would be lowered by tr e a t­

GOVERNMENT CHEMISTS WORK 
TO STOP MANY BIG LOSSES 


The Standard $1,50 per year. 


One of the great general 'problems 
factd by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and by 
State 
experiment stations is the curtailing 
pf losses of crops through deteriora­ 
tion before they can be marketed or 
consumed. 
The prevention of 
such 
wastes, brought about by the agency 
pf micro-organisms, insects, fire, w a­ 
ter, and other destructive agencies, is 
to a large extent a problem for 
the 
agricultural chemist. “This problem”, 
says Dr. C. A. Browne, chief of 
the 
Bureau of Chemisty, “is equal in im­ 
portance to that of the utilization of 
waste.” 
Nearly all crops are subject to loss 
through deterioration. 
In an address 
to t'he Institute of Chemical Engi­ 
neers, Doctor Browne called attention 
to a number of the 
more important 
ones. 
The losses to the sugar indus­ 
try from deterioration of the harves­ 
ted crop between field and factory, or 
from deterioration of the raw sugar 
between factory and refinery, amount 
each year to many millions of dol­ 
lars. The same is true of many oth- 
pr agricultural commodities. 
The de­ 
partm ent has numerous projects un­ 
der way an the field of loss preven­ 
tion; among these may be mentioned 
the Chocking of the deterioration of 
paper and leather, improvements 
in 
dedyration and other methods for re­ 
ducing the spoilage of foods, the pre­ 
vention 
dust explosions, and the 
proofing of fabrics against 
damage 
by water, mildew and fire. 
A largo number of unsolved chemi­ 
cal problems relate to this subject of 
loss prevention, according to Doctor 
Browne*. 
The agricultural 
interests 
of the country suffer millions of dol­ 
lars worth of damage each year from 
spontaneous 
combustion, 
but 
the 
chemical mechanism by which a mow 
of hay or a car of stock feed catches 
fire is not 
as 
yet 
explained. 
Less 
spectacular, but more generally 
de­ 
structive, is the deteriorative effect of 
atmospheric oxygen upon butter, 
pa­ 
per, lard, leather, and ohter commodi­ 
ties.

Assuming that Reed will have

Breckinridge Long for the Senatorial 
nomination he would have 421 of the 
1166 delegates, or 405 of the 982. 
If the 1920 vote is selected the anti- 
Reed forces, on that a-ssumption, will 
have a majority of 324.

vote is taken, they will have a m a­ 
jority of only 172, which would 
Ik* 
much easier for the Reed forces 
to

The selection of delegates by 
wards and permission for the wards 
to vote separately as counties in the 
convention would throw the votes of 
these three wards against Reed, un­ 
less he was able to control the ward 
meetings, while if they were thrown 
with the St. Louis vote as a

all would go to Reed. 
All of this strife

control leads up to the power of the 
State Convention absolutely to dictate 
the personnel of the Missouri delega­ 
tion to the National Convention. 
It 
not only will elect the four delegates 
at large, but also will have the pow­ 
er to veto any district seections. 
Thus, if the McAdoo forces were in 
absolute control of the State Con­ 
vention, they could refuse places on 
the Missouri delegation to the

tional Convention to any Reed dele­ 
gates who might be elected from St.

proofing of fabrics against

>y w ater, mildew ami fire. 
A large num ber of unsolved chem i­ 
cal problem« relate to this subject of 
loss prevention, according to Doctor 
Browne.
